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UP TO MOTORISTS. 


Railroads have taken the lead in dissem­ 
inating propaganda 
for 
the exercise of 
greater care by motorists at grade crossing^ 
and probably no railroad in the country 
has worked harder in this respect than the 
Pennsylvania. 
Nevertheless, that railroad 
reports a steady incr-ase in the number of 
accidents at 
grade 
crossings 
along its 
rights of way. 
P"or instance, the deaths 
due to this cause jumped from 21 in June 
to 46 in July. 
An effort is being made in Pennsylva­ 
nia to require all railroads to reduce the 
speed of their trains to 15 miles an hour in 
approaching every grade crossing, the con­ 
tention being that the burden of caution 
rests as much upon the railroads as upon 
the motorists. It will hardly be denied that 
a real responsibility 
rests 
upon the rail­ 
road, but to compel the speed reductions 
suggested would sadly impair the transpor­ 
tation system of the country and render im­ 
possible the maintenance of fast schedules. 
The Philadelphia Record, after a study of 
the Pennsylvania railroad’s report on the 
grade crossings problem as affecting its 
lines, is forced to the conclusion that ‘‘the 
frightful slaughter 
at grade crossings is 
not due to the speed of trains but to the 
utter recklessness of drivers who have no 
right to be guiding 
powerful 
engines of 
death on public 
highways— persons who 
could hardly be trusted to push a baby 
carnage in a park.” 
For instance, one of the recent accidents 
at a Pennsylvania grade crossing occurred 
when an automobile carrying eight persons 
and running at a speed of 35 miles an hour 
smashed into 
the 
side 
of a locomotive 
standing at a crossing. 
On another occa­ 
sion an automobile carrying four persons 
crashed into the 24th car of a freight train 
at a crossing. 
A freight train standing mo­ 
tionless at a crossing was struck by a mo­ 
tor car driven at high speed. 
In one in­ 
stance an automobile, which had stopped 
at a crossing to await the passage of a train, 
was struck by another automobile coming 
from behind and knocked into the path­ 
way of the tfain. 
Nothing that the railroads can do, short 
of building viaducts or tunnels at every 
crossing, can avert 
accidents 
like those 
cited above; and while in certain instances 
it is proper and necessary to require rail­ 
roads to take this action in order to do 
away with 
especially 
dangerous 
grade 
crossings, it is impossible to apply this so­ 
lution to the grade crossing problem as a 
whole. 
In the main, the motorist is the 
man we have to work on in this matter. We 
must look to him to solve the grade cross­ 
ing problem and therefore it is worth while 
to keep on trying to din sense into his head. 
Despite the seemingly discouraging results, 
it can hardly be doubted that the safety 
propaganda carried on by the railroads, 
with striking and dramatic posters depict­ 
ing the smashing of automobiles by trains 
at grade crossings, has done much good. 
Without this propaganda many more lives 
would have been lost than have been lost.

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COAL AND CONSUMER. 


Who gets the credit for averting the coal 
strike? 
This is still, after more than two 
weeks, an unanswered question. 
In fact, 
ic may be said to have been superseded by 
another question, namely, is anybody due 
any credit for averting the coal strike? 
There was no strike because Governor 
Pinchot, the mediator, granted a consider­ 
able increase of wages to the miners, his 
theory being that operators, railroads and 
retailers could absorb the consequent addi­ 
tion to the cost of coal and thus prevent 
any boosting of the price of the consumer. 
This theory has broken down so complete­ 
ly that President 
Coolidge, 
through the 
coal commission, has had to take hold of 
the matter energetically in order to pre­ 
vent the increase in cost from being sad­ 
dled wholly upon the consumer. 
If he succeeds he will 
surprise 
most 
thoughtful observers. 
The railroads and 
the retail dealers have 
indicated 
pretty 
plainly that they don't intend to have the 
burden put upon them, and it may be no 
easy b a tte r to prove that they should be 
made to carry the burden. 
At this writing, 
it looks as if the consumer is going to get 
w hat he probably expected to get from the 
moment when he read the terms of the 
Pinchot plan— that is, bigger coal bills. 
This will not contribute to the popularity 
of Mr. Pinchot as a political figure. 


, I* rom the Poplar Bluff American. 
The average American now lives to the 
age of 56, compared with 41 back in 1870. 
But, by 1050, people will have a life span 
of TO 
years, 
predicts Dr. George Martin 
Kober of Georgetown University medical 
School. 
His prediction, of course, is based on a 
supposition that people will increasingly 
live more sensibly and correctly. 
W e hope so. 
But Doc certainly is an 
optimist. 
f o u r hundred 
years 
ago 
the average 
length of human life was somewhere be­ 
tween 18 and 20 years. 
And it was only 
25 years, as late, as 1800. 
A gain of about 
five years in two centuries. 
There has been a gain of 31 years in the 
average life span, since 1800. 
People 
live 
longest 
in New Zealand, 
averaging 60 years at death. 
In India the 
average age of death is before 25. 
These “average” figures, however, are 
arrived at by aidding up and striking an 
average of all deaths, 
including 
babies. 
The gain has been mostly in cutting down 
the death rate among children, especially 
babies. 
This has raised the average. 
It is 
doubtful whether there are any more peo­ 
ple living to “a ripe old age” than form­ 
erly. 
Or even as many, for that matter. 
The gain has been 
made 
largely in 
cradle years. 
As regards individuals who 
reach maturity, they seem to die at about 
the same average age as in former genera­ 
tions. 
As for back as 1908, experts estimated 
that three million 
Americans 
were con­ 
stantly on the sick list, and that 42 out of 
every IOO of these illnesses were prevent­ 
able cases. 
Similar situation today. 
When people succumb 
to 
preventable 
diseases, they generally are victims of their 
own carelessness. 
This 
carelessness 
in 
many cases results from underestimating 
their personal value in cold dollars and 
cents. 
For instance, take a man with an income 
of $3,000 a year. 
Now $3,000 is six per 
cent interest on an investment of $50,000. 
If the $3,000-a-year man had an auto or 
any other 
machine 
worth 
$50,000, he 
would insure it against every possible dis­ 
aster, and he would care for it as if it were 
a priceless possession. 
You can imagine a 
radio bug neglecting a $50,000 receiving 
station if he owned it. 
On the other 
hand, 
the $3,000-a-year 
man often neglects his $50,000 body as if 
it were an old bit of junk. 
Give your body a square deal. 
Treat it 
with the consideration and care that its 
high value deserves.

Associated Press 
here by 
Foreign 
Minister Ijuin. 
He said: 
"It is fortunate for U9 that our for­ 
eign relations are In the best possi­ 
ble condition and we have no serious 
issue before us. 
Likewise, we see 
none in the future that will jeopar­ 
dize our relations with any country. 
"It is most satisfactory to me on 
assuming the past of foreign minis­ 
ter to announce that no change In 
our tested pledges and policies laid 
down by our predecessor at Wash­ 
ington and Paris is advisable or con­ 
templated. 
I am happy to say that 
our country as a whole overwhelm­ 
ingly supports those policies and it 
is my purpose to continue them and 
strive to make permanent the clear 
understanding we reached with the 
great powers. 
"Although we have been dealt with 
severely, humanity is giving us an 
unexampled 
demonstration 
of 
its 
liner qualities. 
The stricken area 
of the country is receiving aid and 
supplies from 
the 
rest of 
Japan, 
while foreign countries seem unlim­ 
ited in their generosity. 
"The whole nation is deeply touch­ 
ed by the sympathy that^omes to us 
from abroad.
